Splendid Residential District 
Is Growing Up About Edmonton; 
Norwood and Pataicia Square 


(By J. F. B.) ; 
The Norwood and Patricia 
Square sections of Edmonton, ac 
cording to all present indications, 
aro destined to become two of 
the most beautiful residential dis- 
tricts in the city. Through ‘the 
direct efforts of the residents of 
these arts every boulevard has 
been planted with trees, the va- 
cant lots have been cleaned up 
and in fact everything that cir- 
cumstances would permit has 
been done to enhance tthe beauty 
of every foot of these communi- 
ties, whether the property is 
publicly or privately owned. This 
district beautifying campaign— 
for it is nothing less—was Jaunch- 
ed early in the spring as a result 
of the efforts of the local im 
provement committee through the 
Community League. It was a co- 
operative movement backed by 
every man, woman and child, and 


Tho first step was to print a 
number of dodgers which were 
distributed throughout the com 
munity. These dodgers outlined 
the aims and objects of the 
league, and if it did nothing else 


it got people ¢alking, which is eff 


very important, Tho districts 
Were then subdivided into 27 
sections with four blocks in every 
section, A captain was placed in 
charge of each section who made 
it;his business to make a personal 
canvass of every person living 
within the limits of his territary 
and ascertained the) mumber of 
trees that would be required 

It was not a difficult matter to 
find,out how many trees to plant, 
but there were no funds with 
which to hire people to plant the 
trees and as very few had had 
any real experience as horticult 
urists, the next step,was fo initi 
ate the householders into the mys. 


Trucks Were loaned by local bual- 
ness firms including the Nattonal 
Meat and Grocery, D. BB, Lake, Dal 
ton Hardware and Rendalis Limited 
and some went out dig up the 
trees and others supervised the plant 
ing About §,000 trees were secured 
near &t. Albert, mostiv native birch 
and the ofty supplied 600 elm and 
800 ash The planting was all done 
in good time and the city has taken 
it upon {itself to water the trees 

All of the trees on the boulevard 
are planted 16% feel apart and for 
the mowt part the trees are from alx 
and a half to seven feet in height 
The holes were all dug larger at the 
bottom than at the top and the blaek 
earth put in first, according to in 
structions The sod that wae taken 
the top, aooording to expert hor 
ticulturtsta, cannot be replaced as it 
excludes the alr and does not allow 
the water to soak into the ground 
around the tree
